equipment.. Hopeless for anything 
like this, The boy must be moved. 


"Radio for a plane," Drennan 


said tersely, "This is a real job."

ed by peppery Hear Adm. Alfred 
E. Montgomery of Seattle,

"Pythagoras, with a limited 


background probably received 
from Egyptian priests, was the 
first to approach music from a 
scientific viewpoint. He realized 
that when strings of various 
lengths, but of identical ma- 
terial and stretched to the same 
tension, were used to give the 
perfect harmony of the octave, 
fifth, and fourth, their lengths 
must be in the ratios of 1 to 2, 
2 to 3, or 3 to 4, respectively.

Increase Vote 
Strength 


\Yashington, Oct.- 13 (/P)— The 


1944 Republican National Conven- 
tion' will;havfe'.a delegate 
voting 


strength of 1,058, an increase of 58 
over 1040, with 30 states and Ha- 
waii showing gains in delegates and 
five.states losses due to revised al- 
locations designed to stimulate Re- 
publican voting. 


This is on the basis of an unof- 


ficial tabulation at GOP national 
headquarters today. It will not be 
made official until 
the National 


Committee meets in December or 
January to select a convention city. 


The 1940 convention at Philadel- 


phia adopted now rules rewarding 
with more delegates the states and 
districts that got out the Republi- 
can vote and — with' an eye chiefly 
on the south — penalizing states 
and districts that didn't. 


The ten states that cast 
their 


electoral votes for Wendell Willkie 
in 1940 — Colorado, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Maine, Michigan, Nebras- 
ka, North and South Dakota, and 
Vermont — will get a.bonus of 
three delegates at large. But in 
some of these states the gains will 
be offset by district delegate losses 
resulting from reapportionment. 


Eleven other states will benefit 


by a three-delegate bonus for elect- 
ing Republican senators 
in 1942 


after failing to go Republican in 
the 1940 presidential race. They are 
Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, 
Massa- 


chusetts, Minnesota, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, Oklahoma, Ore- 
gon, West Virginia, and Wyoming. 


Texas will have the largest dele- 


gate gain — seven — in the next 
convention. California will come 
next with six, all due to a pick-up 
of three new House seats under re- 
apportionment. Oregon will gain 
five, including three for electing a 
Republican senator in 1942 and for 
an additional congressman gained 
through reapportionment. 


On the loss side, South Carolina 


will head the list with six fewer 
delegates due to failure to poll a 
thousand votes in any of its six dis- 
tricts in the last congressional elec- 
tions. For years Republicans have 
not attempted to get on the ballot 
there. Hence, the state will have 
only four delegates to the next con- 
vention — two for each senator — 
or one _h;ss than Hawaii's five.

\Yashington, Oct.- 13 (/P)— The 


1944 Republican National Conven- 
tion' will;havfe'.a delegate 
voting 


strength of 1,058, an increase of 58 
over 1040, with 30 states and Ha- 
waii showing gains in delegates and 
five.states losses due to revised al- 
locations designed to stimulate Re- 
publican voting. 


This is on the basis of an unof- 


ficial tabulation at GOP national 
headquarters today. It will not be 
made official until 
the National 


Committee meets in December or 
January to select a convention city. 


The 1940 convention at Philadel- 


phia adopted now rules rewarding 
with more delegates the states and 
districts that got out the Republi- 
can vote and — with' an eye chiefly 
on the south — penalizing states 
and districts that didn't. 


The ten states that cast 
their 


electoral votes for Wendell Willkie 
in 1940 — Colorado, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Maine, Michigan, Nebras- 
ka, North and South Dakota, and 
Vermont — will get a.bonus of 
three delegates at large. But in 
some of these states the gains will 
be offset by district delegate losses 
resulting from reapportionment. 


Eleven other states will benefit 


by a three-delegate bonus for elect- 
ing Republican senators 
in 1942 


after failing to go Republican in 
the 1940 presidential race. They are 
Delaware, Idaho, Illinois, 
Massa- 


chusetts, Minnesota, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, Oklahoma, Ore- 
gon, West Virginia, and Wyoming. 


Texas will have the largest dele- 


gate gain — seven — in the next 
convention. California will come 
next with six, all due to a pick-up 
of three new House seats under re- 
apportionment. Oregon will gain 
five, including three for electing a 
Republican senator in 1942 and for 
an additional congressman gained 
through reapportionment. 


On the loss side, South Carolina 


will head the list with six fewer 
delegates due to failure to poll a 
thousand votes in any of its six dis- 
tricts in the last congressional elec- 
tions. For years Republicans have 
not attempted to get on the ballot 
there. Hence, the state will have 
only four delegates to the next con- 
vention — two for each senator — 
or one _h;ss than Hawaii's five.

Allied Headquarters in the South- 


west Pacific, Oct. 14 l/p)— Gen- 
eral McArthur^threw every bomb- 
er and fighter'plane he could risk 
in a gigantic smash Tuesday 
at 


Japan's key sea-air bastion of Ra- 
baul on New Britain, and the re- 
sultant devastation prompted 
the 


conservative general to say, "I 
think we have broken its back." 


The raid by the biggest air ar- 


mada ever amassed, "marks the 
turning point in 'the war In the 
South Pacific," declared the 
nil- 


force commander, LI. Gen. George 
C. Kenncy. 


The far-reaching results — they 


may speed the unhinging of 
the 


whole perimeter of defenses 
an- 


chored to Rabaul — were: 


Destruction or severe damage or 


177 enemy planes, an estimated GO 
per cent of the air force on Ra- 
baul's airdromes. 


Sinking of at least 17,000 tons of 


ships, including three destroyers 
and three merchant ships, 43'gmall 
seagoing cargo vessels and 70 har- 
bor craft.

Those accomplishments cost the 


Allies five planes out of Ihe par- 
ticipating hundreds, the bulk 
of 


which were American. The raiders 
expended 350 tons of bombs, 
25 


tons more than 
the 
bomb load 


dropped last week on Wake Island, 
and more than 250,000 rounds of 
ammunition. 


Escorted 
over Rabaul for the 


first time in the war by fighters, 
the Liberators and Mitchells struck 
by daylight at a base so bristling 
with defenses that heretofore 
at- 


tacks were made under cover of 
darkness. But that was before Mnc- 
Arthur acquired forward air bases 
on islands north of New Guinea. 


The sharp scaling down of Ra- 


biiul's striking power followed 
a 


series of heavy raids since mid- 
August which have destroyed ap- 
proximately 500 enemy planes at 
Wewak, New Guinea. 


The overall strategy in this was 


pointed out in today's

que: 


"Recently we crushed Ihe right

There were sporadic attempts 
to publish papers back In the days 
when our town was no ,more than

ful, for none lasted an appreciable 
time. 


On October 14, 1899, Claude Mc- 


Corkle, Ed's father, founded the 
Star of Hope. It has run continu- 
ously from that day to this, and 
under but two ownerships in nearly 
half a century. 


October 14, 1899, goes a long way 


back. Go 30 years further back and 
the site of Hope was farmland. 
Around 1870 the main towns of 
Hempstead county were: Washing- 
ton, 
the county seat; Columbus, 


northwest fanning center; Fulton, 
navigation-head on Red river; and 
Spring Hill, merchandising center 
for the southern part of the county 
(page Roy Anderson!)

Russians Smash 
Forward, Great 
Victory Near 


Moscow, Oct. 14 —(IP)—The 
Red 


Army, now inside or on the thres- 
hold of four of Russia's large cities 
— Kiev, Gomel, Zaporozhe 
and 


Melitopol — appeared on the way 
today to winning some of its great- 
est victories. 


Surging across the mud flats of 


the lower Dnieper river, the So- 
viets fought their way into Melito- 
pol, 
a city of 76,000 inhabitants, 


after breaking the German 
hold 


on the Molochna river line. 


On the middle Dnieper river, Red 


Army forces within two miles 
ol 


the Ukrainian capital of Kiev hast- 
ened their efforts to take the city 
before the Nazis could complete de- 
molitions. 


Capture of Kiev would be a prize 


of the first order for the Red Army, 
at the time of its capture by the 
Germans in September, 1941, 
its 


population numbered 850,000. 


Gomel, at the northern end of 
he active front, became a battle- 
ground 
as 
Soviet forces which 


crossed the Sozh river came 
to 


that White Russian center. 


The Rod Army of the south ap- 


peared battling for a substantial 
prize — the bottling up in the Crim- 
ea of the German 17th Army. Front 
line dispatches said no withdrawal 
appeared underway. They

that the Germans' main railway 
communication with

Crimea 


was already cut at Melitopol, leav- 
ing the Germans only the single- 
track line, recently completed far-

Ceiling Prices 
for Pulpwood 
Fixed by OPA 


Washington, Oct. 
14 (/P) Spe- 


cific maximum prices for pulpwood 
produced in eight states were fixed 
today by (he Office of Price Ad- 
ministration at approximately the 
levels current in the spring and 
summer of 1943. 


The price agency noted, the pulp- 


wood ceilings were generally high- 
er than usually allowed, but it was 
explained 
increased 
production 


costs and need for attaining max- 
imum production made the action 
necessary. There is a critical short- 
age in pulpwood, with estimated 
1944 production 27 per cent under 
probable requirements. 


The new ceilings are effective in 


Pennsylvania, Maryland, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, Ill- 
inois and Missouri.

Changed Post 
War Outlined 
by Wallace 


Washington, Oct. 14 (/?)— Vice 


President 
Wallace 
sketched 
for 


senators today a post-war world of 
helicopters, television, light metals, 
plastics and new foods but cau- 
tioned free private enterprise must 
be maintained if the nation is to 
realize the full benefits of broad- 
ened industrial frontiers. 


Appearing for the second time in 


recent months before a committee 
of the legislative body over which 
he presides., Wallace endorsed the 
principles of a technological mobi- 
lization4 bill under' consideration' by 
a military affairs subcommittee. 


"Out of our laboratories, both 


government and private, are com- 
ing a flood of 
discoveries," 
he 


said. 


"When the veil of secrecy im- 


posed by war is lifted our people 
will stand amazed at the array of 
inventions. A new world is being 
fashioned." 


Then, reverting to a theme he 


stressed in recent speeches at-Chi- 
cago and Detroit the vice presi- 
dent said free enterprise, necessary 
to the full 
employment 
of labor 


and the 
nation's 
industrial 
re- 


sources, will be "shackled and re- 
strained if research is dominated by 
a small number of large corpora- 
tions and cartels." 


"This 
condition -has 
already 


barred sma.ll 
businessmen 
from 


many of our 
industrial 
develop- 


ments," he continued. 


"The 
application 
of 
modem 


science should not be the exclusive 
domain of great corporations and 
cartels who can, if they desire, re- 
strict and suppress new inventions 
and scientific information to suit 
their own interests instead of the 
public interest . . . 


"Small business cannot support 


the large and costly laboratories 
which are necessary for modern in- 
dustrial research.- To fill this need 
government must make available 
these facilities." 


Such a -government sponsorship 


of research is proposed in the pend- 
ing bill, drawn by Senator Kilgore 
(D-WVa'i. It calls for establishment 
of an Office of Scientific and Tech- 
nical 
Mobilization, 
with 
wide 


powers to finance and encowage 
scientific 
developments 
and 
to 


carry out such projects itself, along 
with authority to mobilize scientific 
and technical manpower and, 
in 


time of war, to take over patent 
rights and licenses necessary for 
proper prosecution of the war. 


Wallace not only agreed 
there 


should, be a central technical au- 
thority of the federal government, 
but added: 


"Every business and institution 


should have full access to all pat- 
ents and research findings which 
have been developed 
at 
govern- 


ment expense. The Congress 
has 


provided 
large 
sums 
of money 


which are being poured into feder- 
al, university and industrial labor- 
atries. It is the intention of 
the 


Congress that this money be spent 
for the benefit of the general piub- 
lic, nol for the exclusive 
benefit 


of a few corporations. 


"Likewise, those enemy patents 


seized by the alien property cus- 
todian should become the property 
of the federal government and be 
made available to all business."
